to flouriſh in Horence, Venice, and Genoa, wis thence tranſmitted to 
Anſterdam by other Italian Fugitives, who commenting upon the In- 
vention of the Jews, were the firſt that pretended Re-Exchange, 
when their Bills were return'd proteſted, and eſtabliſh'd that Cuſtom 
at Amſterdam ; from whence, by means of the Correſpondence of that 
City, it was immediately ſpread abroad all over Europe; and being 
found. very convenient and ad vantageous to Commerce, was mightily 
fa vour'd and encouraged by all Potentates and Sovereigns ; who a- 
mongſt the other Benefits they expected to reap by it, look'd upon 
it as the moſt infallible way to prevent the Exportation of Silver, Gold, 
and precious Stones out of their Dominions, which the want of Bills 
of Exchange then render'd unavoidable. 
The Uſe of Exchange is now become ſo univerſal and fo beneficial, and 
the Advantages which thereby redound to Trade, are in themſelves ſo 
apparent, that without loſing any time in proving its Neceſſity, after a 
mort and inſtructive Diſconrſe of its ſelf, 1 ſhall proceed co give an.

nition, is only A Barter ing or Exchanging of the Monies of one Place 
with thoſe of another. And it not being in effect the Imaginary, but 
the Real Monies, that are ſo exchang'd, the Price of the Exchange muſt 
neceſſarily riſe and fall with that of the Money. ä 
Secondly, That the Demand that there is in one Country for Money 


in another, has likewiſe a very powerful Influence upon the Courſe of

So that it plainly appears, That the occaſion of a great Demand for 
Money in any Country, can only proceed from the Demand that there 
is for the Goods of that Country, or the neceſſity of remitting Money i 
thither to be employ'd any other way; for Example, The great Re- 
mittances made for the Subſiſtence of the Engliſu Forces in Holland, muſt 
infallibly contribute very much to make Bills upon that Country 
dearer than they, otherwiſe would be. bestens (J 26. 
But becauſe poſitive Examples have generally more force in ſuch 
Caſes, than the moſt weighty Arguments that can be given, I ſhall give 
the World two late Inſtances, which, I hope, will ſufficiently convince 
them of the Truth of what I have aſſerted. | 
About the time that the clip'd Money was call d in, in Exgland, in the 
Year 169, and the Guineas were riſen here to 28 and 30 Shillings, 
the Exchange to Bainburgh was at 15 per Cent. that is to ſay, they gave 
at London 115 Pounds to receive io at Edinburgh; but as ſoon as (the 
bad Money being call'd in, and new coin'd) the current Coins. of the 
Kingdom, both of Gold and Silver, fell to their former Prices, the Ex- 
change of courſe return'd to its former Rate of 10 1 12 per Cent. Loſs 
for Scotland; that is to ſay, that to receive 100 Pounds here they 
paid 110, or 112 Pounds, at Edingburgh, as they do ſtill. | 
The other Inſtance that remains to be given to convince the Worldof 
this Truth, is that of the Exchange between England and France, which 
ſoon after the Peace concluded at Ry/wick, was about 40, 41 and 42 
Pence for the French Crown of 60 Solzs Tournois, and thus continued 
for a conſiderable time, becauſe there was then but little Demand in 
England for Money in France, and the French Crown in Specie palſs'd 
there at 72 Solzs: Beſides that, the Exgliſu began to import Spiceries, 
Sugars, and ſeveral ſorts of Goods into France, which ſold very well at 
a time when they had not ſeen an Exgliſh Ship there (but ſuch as had 
been taken Prizes). for many Years together. But the worſt was, that 
it was hard to find a way to remit the Money to England; becauſe all, 
or moſt, French Commodities were as good as prohibited here; and be- 
ſides, the greateſt part of the Product of the Goods ſent out of Scotland 
and Jreland into France (which was very conſiderable) was to be remitted 
by way of London, which ſtill kept the Exchange very low; till at laſt, 
to elude the Act of Parliament impoſing a Duty of 50 J. per Tun upon | 
all French Wines to be imported into England, the Merchants fell upon | 
the knack of Tranſporting the Wines from Bourdeaux to St. Sebaſtians, 
where putting them up in e Butts, & c. they brought them over in- 
to England, under the notion of Spaniſh Wines. Which Commerce ha- „ 
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ving laſted a conſiderable time, and great Quantities of French Wine and 
Brandy having been by that means imported into England, that (with 
the conſiderable Remittances made for the uſe of the Briziſh Noblemen 
and Gentlemen then travelling in France) did not a little contribute 
to make an Alteration in the Courſe of Exchange; and the French King 
having about that time, by ſeveral Edicts, brought down the current 
Prices of the Species of his Kingdom about ten per Cent. the Exchange 
of a ſuddain came to 48 d. Engliſh for the French Crown of 60. Solzs | 
Tournois, at which Rate it continued a pretty while, till upon the ap- 
pearances of a ſuddain War, our Noblemen and Gentlemen being come 
home, and the Parliament having likewiſe fall'n upon a Method to pre- 
vent the Importation of French Wines from Spain, or any other place, 
the Demand for Money in France began to ceaſe here, and on the con- 
trary, vaſt Sums of Money being Remitted hither to the French Ambaſ- 
fador, and probably to other Emiſſaries of that Kingdom, for carrying 
on that Monarch's ambitious Deſigns againſt Europe, there was a great 
Demand in France for Money in England; which was not a little 
Augmented by the great Exportation of Old Louis d'Or, and Spa- di 
iſh Piſtols, out of France into England, where ſome Profit was to 
be made upon them at that Time; ſo that the Courſe of Ex- 
change fell once more to 40 er 41 d. per Crown; and I believe it re- 
main'd thereabouts till the Declaration of the preſent War, at which | 
time it ceaſed altogether; ſo that from what has been ſaid, it does very pi 
i'plainly appear, That the Riſing and Falling of the Exchange muſt ne- 
ceſſarily derive its Origine, either from the Variation of the Price of 
the Montes to be exchang'd, or from the Demand that there happens 


to be in one Country, or Place, for Money in another, or from both Cc

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Who, 'tis likely might thence endeavour te obtain farther Delays for 
the Payment of their Bills, tho each Nation has retalned more or leſs 
of that civil Cuſtom, the Sovereigns not having thought fit entirely to 
aboliſn it, have on the contraty, in ſome reſpects, given them the force 
of a Law. For tho' there be not, I believe, in many Countries any

One Uſe of Money is, It is the Meaſure of Value, By which the 
Value of all other things are reckon'd; as when the Value of any 
_ *-thing is expreſſed, it's ſaid, It's worth ſo many Shillings, or ſo 
many Pounds: Another Uſe of Money is; It is a Change or Pawn 
for the Value of all other Things: For this Reaſon, the Value of 
Money muſt be made certain by Law, or elſe it could not be made 
da certain Meaſure, nor an Exchange for the Value of alt things. 

Alt is not abſolutely neceſſary, Mony ſhould be made of Gold or 
Silver; for having its ſole Value from the Law, it is not Material 
* upon what Metal the Stamp be ſet. Mony hath the ſame Value, 
and performs the ſame Uſes, if it be made of Braſs, Copper, Tin, 
©. or any thing elſe. The Braſs Mony of Spain, the Copper Mony

late Years, almoſt done in England. Tis the real Valve and Fine 
neſs of Gold and Silver that firſt render'd thoſe Metals precious in 
the Eyes of Men: They began very early to be the Standard and 
Meaſure of all other Commodities, and ſo they will always continue 
to be. We find by Holy Writing, that in Abrabam's Days Silver 
was the Equivalent, by which Poſſeſſions were purchas'd. And God 

himſelf ſeem'd afterwards to approve the choice that Mankind bad . 
made of Gold and Silver, as the moſt valuable and precious Part of 
their Poſſeſſion, as may be ſeen in the Inſtructions given to Moſes, . 
concerning the Offerings requir'd of the People of Iſrael, for exrecting 

the Tabernacle, and making all the Furniture of that moſt ſacret 

Place; beſides many other Paſſages which 1 cou'd alledge, both out 

of Sacred and Prophane Hiſtory. All the civilizd Nations wre 
read of agreed in that grand Point, that Gold and Silver ſhould -.

This is indeed u ſpacious and-intricate Subject 3; and in it as in moſt 
other things; many Men are ef many Minds, and but few can give any 


ſolid and ſatisfactory reaſon for their Opinions. Some are not ſenſible 
of the uſefulneſs. of Excliange-in many Caſts, in which it is very .pal- 
pable ; and others again aſcribe Advantages to it which really are 


no Advantages. Hy Buſineſs will be to conſider and weigh impar- 


tially the Sentiments and Argoments op all ſides, and according to 
my uſual Freedom, honeſtly declare my own Notions of the thing, to-

So that it cannot be deny'd but they are very uſeful in Trade, 
ſince beyond all Contradiction a Remittance of Mony may be more 
ſpeedily, more conveniently, more ſafely, and more expeditioufly 
made in Bills of Exchange, than in Specie.'- + 9885 
Some People exclaim againſt Exchange for they don't know what; 
and deny its Utility only becauſe they want Senſe to comprehend it. 


They ſay the Exchangers are dangerous fort of Folks, and alledg. 


That they export the Coin of the Kingdom, & and ſo do a ſenſi- 
ble Prejudice to the Nation only for their oπ•m‚n private Advantage. 


Whereas *tis certain, That as Exchange encreaſes the Convenieacies of 
Trade, it muſt of Conſequence be an Encouragement to Commerce 


and Navigation and very much tend to the emplayiag of our People. 


To make this plain, we may but reflect upon the Circumſtances - 
of our Trade with Fance, during the laſt Peace, when the Engliſh 


tranſportiag thither ſome quantity of Lead, Pewter, Copperas Spi- 


cery, and other Wares and Merchandiſes, being either the Product 


or Manufacture of England, or elſe Foreign Goods which they vend- 
ed there to Advantage; which is the ſame thing; but England, not 
conſumiag near the value of French; Goods which they did of ours, 
France was of conſequence conſiderably indebted to us upon the Bal- 
lance of every Year's Trade: Now, it being forbid under heavy Pe- 


nalties to export Monies in Specie or Bullion from that Kingdom, I 


wou'd gladly know of theſe Gentlemen how our; Merchants could 
have retir'd their Effects from thence, if they had not done it by 
Bills of Exchange? They cov'd not let their Mon remain till acci- 
dental: Opportunities of that Nature ſhow'd offer; for that they 
wanted to buy up new Cargoes to ſend thitcher again, there being 
nothing that fo much encourages a Merchant, as the quick Return of 
his Mony.

To make this plain, let us imagine that France becoming yearly in- 
debted to England upon the Ballance of Trade, in the Sum of 400co0t 
Sterling, and the Enghſb having no Poſſibility of returning their 
Mony in Specie, nor by Exchange directly thither, or their Correſ- 
pondents to remit that Sam to Holland, who generally ſpeaking, 
have the Advantage of ds in the Ballance of their Trade, That 
faves us the Exportation of ſo much Mony for the ſatisfaction of 
our Debt in Holland, and is certainly a ſafer and more ad vantageous 
way of paying it than any other we cou'd fall upon; which will 
plainly appear by the following Confiderations. _ . 
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In the. firſt place, the Exchange between France and Holland, is 
not commonly ſo low as that between England and France, if regard 
be had to the Courſe of Exchange between England and Holland; and 
conſequently it will be more advantageous for the Engliſb to remit 
by way of Paris than directly from London. The Reaſon is, becauſe 
there is a greater Demand in Holland than there is in Eng- 
land for Money in Fance; and yet the Dutch carry more Goods

Way: For as Bullion in that reſpe& may be look'd upon as a Com- 


modity, it may happen to riſe or fall in any Country, withont af- 


fecting the Exchange However; tis but very ſeldom that ſuch 
Nothing is ſo univerſally miſtaken by Men of weak Judgments, 
and who are abſolute Strangers to thoſe Aﬀairs, as the Miſtery 
Exchange, as they who are unacquainted with it are pleas'd to term it. 
It is certain that the Exchange cannot ſo far affect the State of 
the Coin of this or any other Kingdom or State, as to occaſion any 
Scareity of it ; becavſe it is the Ballance of Trade that gives Birth to 
the Exchange, and that together witk the Par and intrinſick Value 
of the reſpectire Monies, are the two only Points by which it is 
ruled: For in compariſon with thoſe Principal Cauſes of the Varia- 
tion of the Exchange; the Expence of our Gentry travelling in Fo- 
Ik the Ballance of Trade between two Countries be equal, then 
undonbtedly the Exchange will be at or very near the Par; becauſe 


all the odds will only be a ſmall Conſideration for the Charge of the 


Negotiation and the Profit of the Banker. But if the Ballance of 
Trade be unequal, and one Nation take conſiderably more of the 
Effects of another than that other does of them, then undoubtedly 


the Mony of the Nation that is indebted to the ether, will be 


under valu'd in proportion to the Debt of that Nation. 
By which 'tis plain that the Exchange, far from encouräging the

For having loſt the greateſt part of the vaſt 
Commerce of the Levant, which that ſtate had in a manner once 
engroſs d, and which is now divided amongſt other Nations who 


are better able to manage it than the Genoue ce, they employ the 
_ Riches:they acquired by that, in Exchange; of which Genoua us d in 


a manner to be a Staple; for furniſhing the Spaniards, with Bills 
whereſoe ver their Occaſions requir'd them; and eſpecially in the Low

The Monies of this Nation had many years before that, begun to 
be extreamly debas'd by Clipping as well as by counterfeiting, and. 


after the Revolution and the beginning of the War that enſu'd, that 
Miſchief had been ſecretly promoted and carried on by the Enemies 
of the Government, till at laſt for want of a due Care to put an 


end to ſuch a dangerous and growing Evil, it arriv'd to ſuch a Height 


that it was almoſt paſt a Cure. And indeed the effecting of it with 


ſo little Confuſion in ſuch a Critical Conjuncture, was next to a Mi- 
racle; and was juſfly allow'd to have been a Task becoming Men of 


the deepeſt Reach. Of which the Author of the Hiſtory of the 


Parliament to whom the Nation has that Obligation, has giv'a a very

That Gentleman tells us that our Enemies beyond Seas after the 


good Succeſs of the Confederate Arms the Campaign before in 
Flanders grew very diffident of the Iſſue of the War; and fore - 
ſeeing that except they cou'd imbroil the King's Affairs at home, 
ſo as to prevent his Majeſty* appearing in the Field the next, in 
ſuch a formidable manner as he had done the preceeding Summer, 
it would not be eaſy for them to oppoſe him ; they us'd their utmoſt 
Endeavours to throw us into the greateſt Confuſions amongſt our 
ſelves, which they principally hop'd to effect by the ill State of our 
Coin; the neglect of which Diſeaſe, or the attempting to cure it, 


they thought wou'd equally produce ſuch inteſtine Diſorders as would 


prove our Deſtruction: And as to our Credit they judg'd, that if 
by any means that of the Bank of England could be deſtroy'd, 
which was then the great Support of the Nation, and was by Ex- 
perience found to be ſo the following Summer, when it contributed 
ſo much to the Support of our Army, at a time when tbe Bank it 
ſelf labour'd under the greateſt Streights, it would be ; impoſſible 


ſor us to maintain our Army abroad; and for this reaſon they en- 
gag'd their Friends in Exgland to employ themſelves with the utmoſt 


Diligence, to aggravate the lnconveniences of not recoiniag our Mo · 


ny if that ſnhould be neglected, or to Embarraſs and Entangle as 


much as they were able, the Methods of recoiniag it, in caſe that 
ſhould: be agreed on, and thereby make dt grievous and inſappat ta-

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E | low, they were inſtructed to leave no Stone unturn'd, whereby they 


might hope to deſtroy the Publick Credit, and particularly that 
Branch of it that remain'd moſt entire, the Bank of England. If 
either of theſe Deſigns, and much more if both ſucceeded, they 


were well ſatisfy'd it would be im poſſible for the King to appear in 
Flanders the next Spring in that formidable Manner he did the year 
| before. ln this poſture our Affairs ſtood, and indeed this Buſineſs 
of the Coin was ſuch a complicated, and almoſt inextricable a Miſ- 


chief, that notwithſtanding: this Parliament, as will appear in the 


ſequel of this Hiſtory, appear'd a moſt Wiſe Aſſembly, and did 
Wonders for the Preſervation of the Goverment, and their Coun- 


try; yet it may be perhaps allow'd, that ſome unfitting and unwary 
Steps were made, when they firſt enter d upon ſo delicate and in- 
tricate an Affair; and indeed the Novelty as well as the Nicety of 


it was ſuch, that it was their Honour they made no more, if really 
they made any. It is not certain, that if according to ſome Reſo- 


lations, the Silver Mony had been all call'd in at once, and then 
paid out as faſt as recoin'd, according to the reſpective Appropria- 


tions, we ſhould not have run into the greateſt Confuſions ; for *tis 


not eaſy to tell how the ſmaller Neceſlities of Life and Commerce 
among the People could have been maintain'd, had the Mony been 


cCall'd in all at once, or how the new Mony ſhould have freely Circu- 

lated, had it been all paid out as appropriated ; for it ſeems that the 
- monied Uſurers, and the Goldſmiths, mult of neceſſity have receiv'd 
the far greateſt part, who were not likely to part with it without 


great Advantage; And if theſe had been the Conſequences, tis 


plain the Nation could by no means have ſubſiſted; and as ſome Men 


apprehended, that had the Parliament proceeded in theſe Steps, this 


' Confuſion would have follow'd; ſo they were afraid, that if the Second 


Bank that was intended to be ſet up, had been eſtabliſh'd, it would 
have prov'd ſo great a diminution to the Credit of the former, that it 
had been impoſlible to have ſupported our Army in Flanders; and if that 
had been the Conſequence, we muſt have been contented with what 


Terms of Peace our Enemies would have been pleas'd to give vs. 


Whether theſe Reſolutions would have produc'd thoſe Effects 
which many apprehended, is not certain, they being never put in 


Execution; but this is certain, that if theſe Meaſures were wrong, the 


Parliament ſoon after recover'd themſelves, to their great Honour; 
for even then when they found themſelves per plex'd, and almoſt 
oppreſt with their hard Affairs, yet ſuch was their Zeal for the Service 
of their Country, ſuch their Courage and Reſolution, that they broke 
through all their amazing Difficulties, and made the way to a pro- 
ſperous Concluſion. | 17 2 | 

Beſides, at this time, tho? *tis plain by the Event, that the Nation 


had Treaſure enough to ſupport the War, yet the ways of coming 
as it were grown very difficult. The former Parliaments choſe ra- 
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tber to Eſtabliſn Funds for Publick Supplies, than to uſe any Methods 
of raiſing them within the year; divers Branches of the King's Re- 
venue were by his Majeſty's own conſent, ſubjected to great Antici- 
pations, and the moſt eaſy and obvious Funds were already ſetled, 
and ſufficiently loaded; ſo that by the continuance of the War, it 
became much harder for this, than for the preceding Parliaments, 
to find out ways to defray the Charge of it. 

When the Parliament came to enter cloſe upon the great Affair 
of the Coin ; the firſt Queſtion was, Whether it was neceſſary or ex- 
pedient to Recoin the Silver Mony? ed fe j 

The Arguments were indeed weighty on either ſide. The Rea- 
ſons againſt calling in and recoining our Money were, That this 
was no fit Conjuncture for it. That the Nation was engag'd in a 
burdenſom and doubtful War, by which the Kingdom had already 
greatly ſuffer'd, and of which it grew every day more ſenſible. 
That therefore the People on whoſe good Affection the Government 
ſo much depended, ſhould not be provok'd by freſh ſuperadded 
Grievances, greater than any they had yet felt, as thoſe would cer- 
tainly be, that muſt ariſe from calling in our Coin. That if this was 
done, however things might be manag'd and accomodated at home, 
it was impoſlible to maintain either our Foreign Commerce, or our 
Foreign War; for neither the Merchant could be paid his Bills of 
Exchange, nor the Soldier receive his Subſiſtence. That this there- 
fore was to lay the Axe to the Root, and to dig up the Foundations-- 
of the Government. That if this deſign was proſecuted, Trade muſ} - 
ſtand ſtill for want of mutual Payments, whence ſach great Diſor- 
ders and Confuſton would certainly follow, as would diſcourage and 
diſhearten the People ia the higheſt meaſure, if not drive them to - 
a perfect Deſpair. That therefore the recoining our Mony at this 
time, was by no means to be attempted without hazarding all. 

*T was alledg'd by thoſe of the contrary Opinion, that the Miſ- 
chief would be fatal, if a preſent Remedy was not found out and 
apply'd, That by reaſon of the ill State of our Coin, the'Exchange. 
abroad was infinitely to our prejudice. That the Supplies that were 
rais'd to maintain our Army would never attain their End, being 
ſo much diminiſh'd and devour'd by the unequal Charge and exor- 
bitant Premiums before they reach'd the Camp. That this was the 
unhappy Cauſe that our Guineas were mounted to Thirty/Shillings, 
that therefore to our great loſs all Europe {ent that Commodity to 
this profitable Market, and would continue to do ſo, till we ſhould .

That our Egemies muſt be 
mightily;iatimidated by ſo great an Action; and that it would be 
Natural for them to conclude, that nothing would be impoſſible for

Vigeihlge g 26 % no of +3470 Wal 47: 110 aa 
This Matter beiag fully debated, after all their Deliberations, the 
Parliament * to call in and recoin our Mony, looking on it as 
an Eſſential and Capital Point that requir'd, as certaialy it did, 
their immediate Application, and utmoſt Care. They reſolv'd to 


do it at any Rate; and to uſe all imaginable Endeavours to make it 


as eaſy to the People as it was poſſible for ſuch a Remedy to be. 
They choſe rather to run the hazard of ſome great Inconveniencies, 
by attempting the Cure, than by their longer neglect of it, to ex- 


| Poſe the Kingdom to apparent Ruin. | i 
. . This Step being made, the next was to conſider whether the ſe- 


veral Denominations of our New. Mony ſhould have the ſame Weight 
and Fineneſs as the Old, or whether the Eſtabliſh'd Standard ſhould 
be rais d; and this Queſtion produc'd many Debates. | | 
Thoſe who were for raiſing. the Standard argu'd thus: That the 
Standard of our Coin'd Silver ought to bear Proportion to Silver ia 
Bullion. That the Price of an Quace of Silver Bullion was advanc'd 
to Six Shillings and Three Peace; and therefore the Standard ought 
to be rais'd to an Equality. That the raiſing our Standard would 
prevent the Exportation of our Coin, which had been much. praQtis'd 
to the great Prejudice of this Kingdom; that it would prevent its 


being melted down; and Men would be much eacourag'd to bring 


in their Plate and Bullion to the Mint. a 
Thoſe who were for preſerving the Old Standard in our Coin, 


urg'd that the Worth of Mony was Relative, and to be rated by the 


meaſure of ſuch Goods, Labour, and Advice, Skill or other Aſſi- 
ſtances, as could. be purchas d from another by our parting. with it. 
That the Value of Mony among People that liv'd under different 
Municipal Laws was intriaſick, and conſiſted in its Weight and 
Fineneſs. That common Conſent had given it this Value for the 
common Conveniegcy: of ſupplying. one anothers Wants. That the 
Weight and Fineneſs was the only Worth that other Nation re- 
garded in aur Coin, or we in theirs. All Mony being between Sub- 


zects of different Goyeraments, of ao greater Value, excepting We 


Work» 


* a 


Workmanſhip, than,.ſo., many pieces. of uncoin'd Bullion. That 
therefore ſhould cur Standard be alter'd, we ſhould {till be upon the 
ſame Foot with our Neighbours ; for if we were to pay them for 


their Goods, or exchange our Mony with theirs, whatever Deno- 
mination. we gave our Mony, they would in their Charge. ever re- 
duce it to an Equality with-theirs,. and proportion the Quantity and 
Goodnels of their Commodities to the Weight and Fineneſs-ofrthe: 
Mony they were to;xeceive for them. That therefore in. reſpe& of 
our Foreign Commerce, there was no reaſon to alter our Standard. 
And at home they ſaid, that if the Standard was rais'd, great Confus 
ſions would attend it, the Landlord. would be defrauded of a great 
part of his Rents, and the Creditor of his Debts. That the Seaman 
and the Soldier would be wrong'd in their Pay, S and many: the 
like Injuries and Inconveniencies would bappen: That it was no An- 
ſwer to ſay, they might buy as much Goods and Convenjences of 
Life with this Coin rais'd above its Standard, as they could before; 
becauſe by degrees, the Seller would infallibly raiſe the Price of his 
Goods in proportion to the gew- rais'd Standard; and! that of this 
there was an inſtance. befqre them, all Commodities being greatly 
raisd in their Price, while, 
That whereas it was alledg 

Shillings and Three ae and therefore the Standard of our Silver 
Coin oùght to be rais | likewiſe : It was reply'd, that it was a thing 
impoſſible that the Price of Silver could ever riſe and fall in reſpect 
of it ſelf; That it was an unchangeable Trutb, than which no Ma- 

thematical Demonſtration could be clearer, that one Ounce of Silver 

would be ever worth another Ounce of the ſame Fineneſs, and no 
more, allowing ſome inconſiderable diſparity upon the. account of 
the Coin, if one Ounce be in Mony, and the other Ounce in Bullion. 
That *twas true indeed, that the People commonly gave Six Shillings 


and Three Pence for an Ounce; of Bullion; but they gave only Clipt - 


Pieces, that had no more than the Name or Sound of Shillings and 
Pence, but were by no means the Things themſelves. That is, 
they were not the Standard Shillings of due Weight and Fineneſs, 
and ſo were no more Sbillings in the juſt. ſenſe of the word, than 
and an Ell is, an Ell when the third part of it is cut off, or two 
halfs of a broken Yard are each of them a whole one. That the 


Caſe was ſo plain, that when they demanded of thoſe that affirm'd 


an Ounce of Bullion was worth ſix ſhillings three pence, they knew 
not what to reply; for this alteration of the Value of Bullion was 
merely in relation to the diminiſh'd Mony. And to make it yet more 
evident, they urg'd that it was then matter of Fact, that with Five 
Sbilliogs and two pence of new Mill'd Mony, they could buy as much 
Bullion, as they pleas d, while thoſe who bought it with Clip'd Pieces 
paid ſix ſhillings, and three pence, That whereas it was urg'd that 


the railing the Standard would prevent the Exportation of our 


Mony, 
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Guineas were paid for Thirty Shillings: - 
d that the Price of Bullion was riſen to ſix -

Mony, it was reply'd, that there was no other way poſſible to keep | 


our Mony at home, than by ont-trading our Neighbours ; that is, 
by ſending them more Commodities, or of greater Value, than thoſe 


we receiv'd from them; for if ſo be upon the Ballance of Trade we 


were found in their Debt, there was no way left but to pay it inCoin 
or Bullion; and that therefore whatever Denomination we gave our 
Coin, we muſt be neceſſitated to ſend it abroad, if the Commodities 
we exported could not pay our Debts. That all the other Argu- 
ments for raiſing the Standard would fiak to the ground, in caſe theſe 


Two on which the reſt were built, had no reaſonable Foundation. 


After the Debates on this Subject, the Houſe came to a Reſolution, 
to recoin the Mony according to the Old Standard, both as to Weight 


and Fineneſs. And to make it more eaſy to the People, they Voted 


- 


a Recompence for the Deficiency of the Clip'd Mony. 


When the Parliament nndertook this ſowr and knotty piece of 
Work, they were not inſenſible of the inconveniencies that would 
ariſe-from it; the Principal of which and the Spring of moſt of the 
reſt, would be a Ceſſation of Payments, and thereupon an interrup- 
tion of Commerce for want of the Circulation of our Mony during 
its recoining. This Trading Nation could not live, unleſs this Vital 
Current was conſtantly maintain'd ; and our Gold alone was not ſuffici- 
ent for that purpoſe. To obviate this Evil, which muſt have been fatal 
had it not been prevented, was enough to try the Skill, and ſtretch 
the Imagination of the ableſt Stateſmen. Twas plain, England could 
not ſubſiſt unleſs ſome Expedient was found out to ſupport its Trade, 
till the New Mony return'd from the Mint; and to hit of ſuch 
an Expedient, was indeed a very difficult Ta:k. They therefore a- 
greed to call in the Mony by degrees; that while ſome Denominati- 
ons of Coin were ſuppreſs'd, others might be Current, hoping that 
before the laſt Old Mony ſhovid all come in to be recoin'd, fo much 
the New might Circulate from the Mint, as might ſufficiently anſwer 
the Neceſlities of the Nation. But this expectation was partly de- 
feated by the backwardneſs of the People to receive any Old Mony, 
tho? allow'd at prefent to paſs, apprehending at laſt it ſhonld be left 
upon their hands at a great Loſs, partly from the ſlowneſs of re- 
coining in reſpect of the Peoples Wants, tho” otherwiſe diſpatch'd 
with all the Expedition imaginable in ſo great an Affair, and partly 
by reaſon of the unequal intrinſick Value between the New. Mill'd 


Mony and thoſe Pieces or Denominations of the Old which were 


allow'd to be Current, and in which Payments were uſually made; 
for wkile the Hammer'd Mony, and Pieces not Clip'd within the 
Ring were permitted to paſs for the preſent receſlity of Trade, no 
Body was willing to make Payments in New Mony, which ſo much 
exceeded the Old in its intrinſick Worth. And therefore the new 
Silver Mony as faſt as it iſſued from the Mints and the Exchequer, was 
in a great meaſore ſtopt in the hands of the firſt Receivers; for 
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none were d iſpos d to make Payments in the New Silver Coin at theold 


Standard, when they could do it in Clip d Pieces ſo much below it. 


And thoſe who had no Payments to make, kept their New Mony as 


Medals and Rarities in their Cheſts; and there is too much reaſon 


to believe, that at firſt a great deal of the New Meny by help of 


the Melting Pot, went abroad in Ingots to purchaſe Gold, which 
at that Juncture was a very profitable Commodity in England. 


And tho the Parliament lower'd the Value of Guineas, as. ſhall 
be afterwards mention'd, hoping by that means to bring aut the 


New Mony into Circulation, yet by the Artifice and Managery of 


ſome Men, the People were made to believe that the Value 


of Guineas would be rais'd at the next Seſſion, upon which abun- 


dance of Men that had great Sums of Guineas in their Cheſts, kept 
them cloſe there, in expectation of their being rais d in Value when 


the Parliament ſhould come next together. By this means tho the 


Circulation of the New Mony was a little promoted, yet that of 
Guineas, by which we then chiefly ſubſiſted, was quite obſtructed. This 


Golden Coin, which was before incredibly frequent, vaniſh'd on a ſud- 
dain ; and the New Silver Mony too, the Value of which the People 


were likewiſe perſwaded to believe, would be advanc'd the next 


Seſſion, was for that reaſon in a great meaſure hoarded up, to the 
great damage of our Commerce; for by this means the Nation was 
reduc'd to very great Straits, eſpecially in their Payments of Foreign 
Bills. GB > 2 

The Parliament about this time took into Conſideration the lower- 
ing the Value, to which the People had rais'd the Guineas. The - 


Reaſons againſt ſinking their Value were, That the People were 


eaſy and pleas d with it, and it would raiſe great Diſturbance - 
and Clamour in the Nation, to fix them at a lower Price. 
That abundance of People would be Loſers, in whoſe hands the 
Guineas ſhould be at laſt found. That the Farmer and Common 
Tradeſman who now all abounded with Guineas which they receiv'd - 
at Thirty Shillings would not bear ſach a loſs. That therefore it - 
ovght to be conſider'd, how far it was fit to incenſe the Common 
People in this JunQure of Affairs, who had already ſuffer'd fo much 
by the War. | ; 

Thoſe. who were for reducing the Price of Guineas, argu'd, That 
there was as great reaſon to bring down Guineas, as there was tore- 
coin the Silver Mony at the Old Standard; and here they reckon'd 
up the Miſchiefs mention'd before on that Head: That however, 
the Parliament were oblig'd to manage by the neceſlity of Affairs, 
and to ſuffer for a time the Guineas to paſs at that exceſlive rate, that 
in ſome meaſure there might be a currency of Mony, while the Mints 
were employ'd in new Coining the Silver 3 yet now they were ob- 
lig'd to fink the Price nearer the Old Standard, that the Silver Mo- 


ny might not be ſtopt and hoarded up as faſt as iſſued out from the 
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Mints. And whatever Loſſes and Inconveniencies the People might, 


Evil which they were under an undiſputable Neceſſity of removing. 
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ſuffer by the reducing of -Guineas; yet the Miſchiefs that aroſe, aud 


would daily increaſe from not doing it, did infinitely-over- balance 
thoſe on the other ſide. Upon this the Houſe reſolv'd to lower the 
Price of Guineas; and that they might do it with leſs Grievance 


and Diſquiet to the People, they choſe to fink them by degrees, till 
at laſt they reduc'd them to the State they are now in, that is, 


that they ſhould not paſs in Payments for above twenty two Shillings ; 
that by this means Goineas being brought near to an Equality with 


our new Silver Mony, the Circulation of the laſt might not be ob- 


- ſtructed, and the Event anſwer'd the Expectation. 


But notwithſtanding all the Care which the Parliament us'd to pro- 


vide againſt the Miſchiefs they gueſs'd wou'd follow, yet many great In- 


convefiencies were unavoidable: And, one Evil aroſe during recoin- 


jag the Mony; that is, a general loſs of Credit, which indeed ſhook 
the State; but this likewiſe was Cur'd by a moſt ſeaſonable and wiſe 


Remedy, which the Parliament apply'd in their ſecond Seſſion. So 
that at laſt this great undertaking of the higheſt Difficulty, yet of ab- 


lolute Neceſſity, was happily accempliſh'd. In this Affair the Par- 


niament ſnhew'd ſuch Wiſdom, ſuch Care of the Publick, ſuch un- 


broken Courage and Reſolution in undertaking. and carrying on a 


-Buſiveſs of this Importance, and encumber'd with ſo many and ſuch 
great Obſtructions, that no Patriots ever merited more of their Coun- 
try, none having ever reſcu'd it from greater, and more apparent 


Danger. Byreſtoring our Coin, they reſtor'd Health and Streagth to 


A Nation under the worſt Symptoms in the World. They reſtor'd the 
Honcur of the Exgi.ſh, confirm'd the Shaking Government, and laid 
the Foundation of that Honourable Peace, which after enſued, and 
which we now enjoy. | 5p 1 ; 
And theſe worthy Gentlemen who made the greateſt Figure in this 
Parliament, and had the chief Direction of this particular Affair, 
muſt be allow'd to have ſhown a great Capacity and a Maſtery Judg- 
ment, as well as a juſt regard to the Good of the People, and there- 
fore no Votes in their Favour; no Praiſes and Thanks from their 
Country, can be thought too much for thoſe who have ſo well de- 
ſet v'd them. | | 
No part of the Roman Hiſtory gives a Man a greater Image of that 
noble People, than that which relates the Preſence of Mind, the 
Wiſe Conduct which the Senate ſhow'd after the Joſs of the Bat- 
tle of Canna, to be uncapable of deſponding even in Extremity of 
Affairs, to wiad themfelves out of ſuch intricate and pinching 
Straits, and at laſt to weather Difficulties which ſeem'd inſuperable, 
this caa't but create a great Opinion of their Wiſdom and Reſolution. 
The Patliament having taken the Meaſures concerning the Silver 
Coin at cheir next meeting, the enſuing year found another might / 
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The Recoining of our Silver Mony had made that Species ſo very 
ſcarce, and the Deficiency of former Funds had been ſo prejudicial to 
the Publick Credit, That Tallies ſtruck on the Funds ſettled by Par- 
liament, con'd not "be exchang'd for ready Mony, but at a very con- 
fi derable Loſs, which was more or leſs propertionably according to 


the Remoteneſs of their Funds: And the Government was oblig'd 


to make exceſſive Diſcounts 'and Allowances to bring Treaſure 1 
the Exchequer. 

This loſs of Credit was ſo great that unleſs it were reſtor'd; it 
was not poſſible for the Government to continue much longer; The 
Notes of the Bank of England which had been a mighty help to the 
Publick, were diſcounted at Twenty, Tallies at Forty, Fifty, or 


Sixty per Cent. The Government had contracted a mighty Debt; 


and ſome Funds were wholly taken away, and the reſt prov'd' De- 


_ ficient; great Numbers of Tallies had no Fund at all, and the reſt 


were on Funds very remote. Hereby the Truſt and good Opinion 
of the People was ſo far loſt, that thoſe few who had any Mony 
to Lend, ſhew'd the greateſt backwardneſs imaginable to advance it 
for the Publick Service; and therefore all Loans to the Govern- 


ment, as was ſaid before, were procur'd on moſt immoderate Pre- 


miums, and exorbitant Diſcounts. 

This decay of Publick Credit created the greateſt Confuſion and 
Diſorder in the World; our Affairs ſeem'd reduc'd to Extremity, 
and the Government was look d on to be ata ſtand. All Men were 
at a Gaze, and ſtood wonderjng what the Parliament would do; 


what Meaſures they would take in ſuch perplexing Difficulties, 


ſcarce believing that the Wit of Man was able to find out any Re- 
medy, or propoſe any Expedient that could be effectual in removing 
ſo great a Miſchief. Thoſe who were for galling and ſtraitning the 
Government, had now the Wicked Satisfaction of ſeeing it ſuffi- 
ciently diſtreſs'd; it not being poſſible that our Affairs could be 
more em baraſs'd than they were in this Conjuncture. 


To revive Publick Credit was therefore a thing of the laſt 


neceſlity for the Preſervation of the Government; but as the Wiſeſt 
Men without Doors wereat their Wits end how to accompliſh it, 
ſo the Malecontents were certain t..at this Evil was never to be cur'd ; 
and therefore Jook'd upon the Government as near its End ; gave it 
up as deſperate z and triumph'd in the Expectation of a ſudden Re- 
volution. < 

But this great Parliament being fully ſeal ble that the Reſtoration 
of our Credit was a Point of Capital Importance, inſtead of being 
diſcourag'd by the Difficalty of effecting it, they were rather ani- 


mated to undertake the Work with greater Zeal and Application; 
as if they look'd on nothing which was neceſſary to be impoſſible; 
and reſolv'd at any Rate to find out Means to preſerve their Conn- 


try 
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try, and to break through all Oppoſition how great ſoever it ſhould 
appear, to confirm and ſecure our Happy Eſtabliſhment. 5 
The Parliament was very ſenſible, that one great Spring of this 
Miſchief was that mentioned before, the Deficiencies of ſeveral 
Aids and Duties which neither had been, nor ever would be ſufficient 
to anſwer the Principal and Intereſt charg'd upon 'em. That theſe 
Deficiencies, and the remoteneſs of the courſe of Payment of the 
Tallies, were the true Reaſons why the Owners of ſuch Tallies were 
frequently neceſlitated for the procuring of ready Many, to diſpoſe 
of and exchange them at a great Loſs. By which means the Publick 


Credit was extremely weaken'd, our Commerce interrupted, and 


other Publick and Private Affairs exceedingly perplex d. The Par- 
liament therefore took this great Affair into their ſerious Conſidera- 


tion, and in order to the Cure of this grievous Wound, which be- 
gan to Ulcerate and Eat into the very Heart of the Government, 


they reſolv'd to ſearch it and lay it open to the Bottom. | 
This they did by ordering an Eſtimate or Computation to be laid 
before them of what Sums were, or would be wanting to ſatisfy and 
diſcharge all Principal and Iatereſt due, or to become due on the ſe- 
veral Aids, Duties or Funds, over and above all Arrears ſtanding 
out upon them which were determin'd, and over and above all Mo- 
nies to be rais'd by ſuch as were then unexpir'd; and the Compu- 
tation of all the particular Sums that were wanting to make good 


all the deficient Funds being made, the whole amounted to five Milli- 
ons one Hundred and ſixty Thouſand four Hundred Pounds, &c. The 


Parliament now having got to the bottom of the Diſeaſe, reſolv'd 


on a through Cure, by making Proviſion for the Payment of the 


whole Debt. They were perfedly convinc'd that to cure a part, 
was no way to cure the Diſeaſe, and reſtore Strength to the Whole. 
Had ſome Deficiencies been taken care of and others neglected, 
Publick Credit muſt have continued Lame; and the Government 


muſt {ill have Halted, if it had not falla to the Ground. That 


therefore the Remedy might be Adequate and Commenſurate to the 
Evil, the Parliament found out a General Fund which might ſecure 
the Payment of the whole five Millions, &c. That fo there ſhould 


remain no Tally without a Fund, nor any Tally on a deficieat Fund, 


but what ia its courſe of Payment ſhould be fatisfy'd and diſcharg'd. 
For this End they continued divers Taxes and Duties after the Day 
on which they would otherwiſe have Expir'd to the firſt Day of 


Auguſt ſeventeen Hundred and fix, and appointed all the Monies 


which ſhould ariſe and be brought into his MajeRy's Exchequer 
from any of theſe Taxes or Duties from the Day on which they 
were Otherwile to Expire, to the ſaid firft Day of Auguſt one Thou- 
ſand ſeven Hundred and ſix, to be the general Fund for making 
good ail the deficient ones, by the Satisfaction and Payment of the 
Principal and Intereſt due, or to become due thereupon. And that 


all occaſion of Complaint might be remay'd, and equal Proviſion 


might be made for all, the Parliament direted that all Monies ari- 
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ſing from the Duties ſo as before continued and appropriated for a 
general Fund, ſhould be diſtributed and apply'd to pay Principal 
and Intereſts upon every one of the deficient Funds, in juſt 


Proportion to the Sum of which they were deficient, And 


that all the Mony which ſhould be in ſuch a due proportion di- 
ſtributed or plac'd to the Account of each deficient Tax and Fund 


for the diſcharge of Principal and Intereſt, ſhould be iſſu'd or paid 
out to all who were entituled to receive the ſame, in ſuch Courſe 


and Order as if the ſame were Monies really ariſing by the reſpec- 
tive and deficient Funds, and that without being diverted, miſapply'd 
or poſtpon'd; and the Officers of his Majeſty's Treaſury were to 
incur great Penalties in caſe this Method or Order were not obſerv'd. 
And to remove all Doubts about the Security intended to be given, 
in caſe on the firſt of Auguſt ſeventeen Hundred and ſix, or within 
three Months then next enſuing, the whole Produce of the ſeveral 
Funds and Revenues appropriated for a general Fund, together with 
other Grants then in being, ſhould not be ſufficient to diſcharge the 
Sum of five Millions, &c. intended to be diſcharg'd, that then what 
was deficient ſnould be made good out of ſuch Aids or Revenues as 
ſhould be granted in the next Seſſion of Parliament. 

Thus the Parliament found out a Security ſufficient to diſcharge 
this great Debt that lay ſo heavy on the Nation, which was not on- 
ly a ſtroke of admirable Wiſdom, but likewiſe ſuch a noble Act 
of Publick Juſtice, as perhaps can't be equal'd in the Story of any 


Nation. Mony at that time was not in being, and therefore not to be 


had; and a ſufficient Security was all that could be Demanded or 
Expected ; and this was very happily provided for, wherein a due 
Regard was had to the particular Intereſt of every Man concern'd. 
And for as much as all the Branches of Publick Credit did wa 
depend on, and mutually ſupport one another, the Parliament took 
into conſideration, by what means they might reſtore-the Credit of 
the Bank of England which was then at a low Ebb. 1 | 
In order to this the Parliament agreed, to augment and enlarge 
the Common Capital Stock of the Bank of England by admitting new 
Subſcriptions, which new Subſcriptions ſhould be made good in Tal- 
lies and Bank Notes. The Proportion was four fifths of the Firſt 


and one fifth of the Laſt, and an Intereſt of eight per Cent. was al- 


low'd, as well for all ſuch Tallies as ſhould be brought in to enlarge 
their Stock by new Subſcriptions, as for thoſe Tallies which the Com- 
pany was then poſſeſs'd of, provided they did not exceed the Value 
of thoſe Bank Notes which ſhould be paid in upon this Enlarge- 
ment of their Stock; and for ſecuring the Payment of this Intereſt 
of eight per Cent. the additional Duty on Salt was granted and ap- 


propriated. The Time likewiſe of the continuance of the Bank of 


England they thought fit to extend to the Year ſeventeen Hundred 
Paid 
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Paid in T#llies and Bank Notes, as the Parliament had directed. This 
Expedient was projected with all the Prudence imaginable; and 
tho? many Perſons who were Intereſted in it, could not preſently ap- 
prehend the Reaſonableneſs of it, yet the Advantages they 
have ſince receiv'd, have fully convinc'd them that no other Way 
could have been found to retrieve their ſinking Credit. For the 
Value of two Hundred Thouſand Pounds in Bank Notes being 
ſunk by the new Sudſcriptions, the reſt, as *twas reaſonable to 
believe they would, began preſently to riſe in Worth; and ſo like- 
wiſe did the Tallies, after ſo many as amounted to eight Hundred 
Thouſand Pounds were Paid in to augment the Bank. And the Own- 
ers of the reſt have a great deal of Reaſon to wiſh that they bad 
ſunk the remainder alſo the ſame way; for had that been done, this 
great Work had been” accompliſh'd at one happy Stroke. The whole 
five Millions had in a Moment been taken off from the Government, 


and thereby a Diſeaſe that was judg'd Incurable had been entirely a 
remov'd by a ſingle Application. For upon this, the Credit of the t 
Bank began to recover apace, till in a ſhort time their Notes were 1 
all equal with, and their Bills that bore Iatereſt, better than Moay, b 
By this means the Face of Affairs was in a ſhort time much chang'd & 
for the better, Credit began to revive, Mony to Circulate on more t 
moderate Terms. Foreign Exchange was leſs to our Diſadvantage, 0 
and ſoon after at an equality. The People began to think better of al 
our Condition, and were more convinc'd of the Wiſdom of our Ad- 0 
i '_ miniſtration, and of the Care that was taken of 'em; and whatever b.

But this Reſolution of the 
Parliament ſeem'd a thing quite Impracticable. How could five Mil- of 
lions be rais'd within the Year, While the Silver Mony was call d in and Pri 
recoining, and there was not current Coin enough in the Nation to ded 
anſwer the Occaſions of Trade, and ſcarcely the Conveniencies and wh 
Neceſſities of Life? The Enemies of the Government made them- Tre 
ſelves Merry with this Vote of Parliament, and inſtead of being the -M 
occaſion of their Anger *twas the commen Subject of their Railery, cur? 
and the Entertainment of their pleaſant Humour. And many even of of ] 


the beſt Friends of the Government, imagia'd that the Parliament 
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by this, rather expreſs'd their Zeal and Willingneſs, than their Abi- 
lity to ſupport the State. They had no way to fatisfy themſelves in 
this Point, but by relying upon the Wiſdom and great Capa- 
city of the Parliament, for whom they believ'd nothing was too 


| hard, and who they hoped would Conquer this Difficulty becauſe they 


had maſter'd ſo many others before; which were look'd on as no 
leſs Invincibie. Neither were their Hopes in this Matter diſap- 
pointed, for the Parliament had recourſe'to an admirable Expedient 
in this preſſing Exigency, and found out a way of raiſing Mony, in 


a JunQure- when no Mony was to be had. Other Parliaments have 


been able to raiſe great Sums of Mony when the defence of their 
Country requir'd it, but it was the particular Honour of this, to 
have been able to make it. They created Mony withont Bullion, 
and diſtributed great quantity of Coin without kelp of the Mint. 
This they did by authorizing the Lords of his Majeſty's Treaſury to 
iſſue out Bills from the Exchequer to the value firſt and laſt, of above 
two Millions; which Bills were firſt appointed to be brought in and 
ſunk upon the Duty commonly call'd the Capitation Tax; but 
before the Seſſion ended, the Parliament was convinc'd by the fit ſt 
Collection of that Duty, that it would prove very deficient; and 
therefore they appointed the Exchequer Bills to be brought in on any 
other of the King's Duties or Revenues, excepting the Land- Tax; 
and allow'd an Intereſt of ſeven pound twelve ſhillings per annum up- 
on the ſaid Bills, which at firſt was not given. The Parliament 
by this laid a good Foundation for Paper Mony to ſupply the place 
of our Silver Coin, which was call'd in to be new made; for fo ma- 
ny Payments were at this time to be made into the Exchequer, that 
when the People had Aſſurance given them that the Exchequer Notes 
ſhonld be receiv'd back again in Payment for the King's Duties, they 
were very well ſatisfy'd to take them, at firſt indeed at a ſmall diſ- 
count, but not long after at an Equality. A great number of theſe 
Notes were only for five or ten Pounds, which anſwer'd the Neceſſi- 
ties of Commerce among the meaner People, for the common Con- 
veniencies of Life. And that thoſe who had'advanc'd in Loans on 
any Part of his Majeſty's Revenue, might noÞ' be oblig'd to receive 
it back in Notes that were under the Value of Mony, to ſtrengthen 
the Reputation of theſe Bills, the Parliament anthoriz'd the Lords 
of the Treaſury to Contract with any Corporations or Numbers of 
Private Men, and to allow them a competent Premium, provi- 
ded they oblig'd themſelves ta exchange theſe Notes for ready Mony 
when tender'd to them for that purpoſe ; which the Lords of the 
Treaſury did accordingly. ' ade 

By this means the Credit of the aforeſaid Notes was mightily ſe- 


_ cur'd, and daily aroſe nearer to Par; till they exceeded the Value 


of Mony; and whereas the Truſtees contracted with to exchange 
them for Mony, were before as 8 Premium allow'd Ten per Cent.

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they have been ſince contented to do it for four. By this means Trade 


and Commerce were maintain d; and without Silver we had an Arti- 


tificial Treaſure Circulating thro' the Kingdom, which ſo well an- 
ſwer'd the deſign of the Wiſe Projectors, that by the Confeſſion of 


thoſe very Men who at firſt inveigh'd ſharply againſt it, it prov'd an 
, effeQual, tho? a Paper, Prop to ſupport the State, when its Silver 


Pillars were for a time remov'd. We were Sailing in bad Weather, 
and our main Maſt was brought by the Board; and ttis very plain, 
that unleſs this Jury-Maſt of Exchequer Notes had been preſently 
made and ſet up in this ſtreſs of Affairs, we muſt unavoidably have 
ſunk and periſh'd. | Jo. xe i254 

Theſe Bills paſt in Payments as ſo many Counters, which the Peo- 
ple were- ſatisfy'd to receive, becauſe they knew: the Exchequer 
would receive them again as ſo much ready Mony. Theſe State- 
Counters ſo well ſupply d the place of Mony till new Coin was iſſued 
from the Mint, that Trade was preſerv'd, and mutual Payments 
well enough Made to anſwer the Neceſſities of the Government, and 
the People; and by this means the Parliament had the Honour to 
Accompliſh another Work that was judg'd impoſſible. 

By what has been hitherto ſaid, *twill evidently appear how uſe- 
ful Paper Mony has been to this Nation in its greateſt Extremities, 
and therefore I muſt crave leave to diſſent from the Opinion of thoſe 
Gentlemen who declare themſelves ſuch violent Enemies to that fort 
of Mony; tho' in my Judgment they have not yet been able to aſſiga 
any tolerable reaſon for the Averſion they have to it, except theſe 
two, which I muſt own to be of ſuch weight as to merit the Pub- 
lick Conſideration. =, | | | . 

They tel] us in the firſt place, that Intereſt being very low in Hol- 
land, viz.- 3 per Cent. the Dutch as well as other Foreigners, ſend 
over hither great Sums of Mony, to be lent to the Government at 
8 per Cent. by which means they drain the Kingdom of a great deal 
of Mony; ſince in the ſpace of twelves Years and a half, they dou- 
ble the Sum lent ; and ſo are conſiderable Gainers by us. 

But admit all this to be true, as I do really believe it partly is, 
*twou'd be eaſy to prevent that Inconveniency, by making a Law to 
forfeit all Sums of Mony lent to the Publick upon Foreign Account; 
one half to the Queen, and the Remainder to the Diſcoverer: In 
which Caſe, I'll warrant ye, the Dutch, &c. will think it ſafer to keep 
their Mony at home, than to trouble us with it upon ſuch a lay. 

The other Objection is, That the Advantages mony'd Men find 
by diſpoſing of their Eſtate in Funds and Stocks, are ſuch as diſcou- 
rage them from venturing any in Trade, and ſo the Profit and Im- 
provement of that Mony is loſt to the Nation, tho the Owners are 
ſufficient Gainers» y+ . tes db hog. bi. 

The Funds here objected againſt can be but of two ſorts, Pub-

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By Publick I mean ſuch only as are giv'n' by the Parliament for 


the Uſes of the War; That is to ſay, where the Parliament ſettles a 
Fund for the Reimburſment of ſuch Sums as ſhall be lent to the Publick 
by the People, without any other Condition, but that of repaying 
the Mony lent with Intereſt at 5, 6 or 8 per Cent. or thereabout.

Firſt then as to the Mony lent to ſupply the immediate Neceſſity of 
the State; I hope no Body can pretend to offer any rational Ob- 
jection againſt it, ſince *tis palpable that if the Government cou'd 
not find Mony to anſwer the Publick Occafions, the Conſtitution 
muſt fink and every thing devolve into Confuſion and Diſorder, in 
which Trade and Property muſt both expire together. So that ſince 
tis indiſpenſibly neceſſary that the Publick be ſupply'd with Mony 
why not by Loan, or by what other Means can it be done, whea 
Mony muſt be advanc'd before the Parliamentary Funds can be 
brought to anſwer ? | oh | | 

Now it being neceſſary not only to allow but to incourage the lend- 


ing of Mony to the Government on urgent Occaſions, it muſt needs 


follow, that *twould be a very great Hardſhip to the Lenders to de- 
prive them of the Liberty of diſpoſing of the Monies ſo lent, accord- 
ing as their own Affairs require it. A Man may have 5000 J lying 
idle by him this Year, and may want to borrow as much the nexr. 


And therefore it has been thought convenient in that Caſe to follow 


the common Method of negotiating and diſpoſing of the Tallies, &c. 
and that together with the negotiating of the ſeveral Companies 
Funds, is what creates the ſo much decried Trade of Stock-jobbing. 
It is not to be deny'd, that if there was no Occaſion for lending 
Mony to the Government, rich Men might probably lend to Mer- 
chants, -or etherwiſe lay out part of their Mony in Trade by which 


the Poor might be imploy'd, and the National Stock improv'd : But 


in ſhort that with all the other Inconveniencies reſulting from it are 
to be ſtated to the General Account of the War. A Peace and no- 
thing but a ſolid Peace will end our Grievances on that fide. When 
the Nation's Debts are paid there will be an end of Tallies and Tic- 
kets, and all the reſt of the Political Paper- Mony. If Tallies, Cc. 
were ſold at the Prodigious Diſcount they were once were at, viz. 
30, 40. yea ſometimes 50 per Cent. and more, then indeed the Grie- 
vance wou'd be heavy. But now that they are diſpos'd of at the

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To that I anſwer, That moſt of the Companies owe their Riſe to 
the Parliament, who in Conſideration of very conſiderableSum of Mony 
by them lent to the Government, granted them their Privileges. 
Now it wou'd be but indifferent Encouragement for the People to af. 
ſiſt the Government at another time, if thoſe who have done ir 
hitherto were depriv'd of any part of the Immunities promis'd them. 
It is neither my Buſineſs nor Deſign to enter here into a particular 

. Enquiry, whether all or any of the incorporated Companies be pre- 
judicial or beneficial to the Nation. I may perhaps in another 
Work, more particularly relating to Commerce, more largely diſ- 
courſe of that Affair: And ſhall only ſay here by the bye, That as 
to the Trade of Stock-jobbing, the Evil is rather to be attributed 
to the Manner of the thing, than to the thing it ſelf. 
The Dutch who ſacrifice every Conlideration to the Intereſt of their 
Commerce, do not diſallow of negotiating their Companies Stocks; 
and 1 ſhould be glad to hear by what Method ſuch as wou d have it 
diſcontinu'd here, can propoſe to get it affeQted., | 
But not to enter into a particular Diſcourſe of the Trading Cor- 
- porations ; ſuch as the Eaſt India Companies, &c. I cannot conclude 
theſe Reflections without ſayiog a Word or two concerning the Bank 
of England. |

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tion, muſt have been at a ſtand. | 
That Banks are not ſuch prejudicial things as by ſome intimated, 
is plain from the above-mention'd Example of the three wiſeſt Re- te 
publick, in the World, viz. Holland, Venice and Hamburgh. 
Very true, ſay our Objectors: but then the Stocks of thoſe Foreign 
Banks are really depoſited in Specie, and not imaginary. Tis 
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'Tis true, thereis an immenſe Quantity of Silver and Bullion in the 
Bank of Amſterdam, and there's likewiſe a good Quantity in that of 
Hanburgh. But the Fund of the Bank of Venice is intirely imagina- 
ry; that is to ſay, is in the hands of the State, juſt as that of Eng- 
land is: And yet we ſee tis a flouriſhing Bank, in good Reputation 
all over the World. 1 | | 2 

And indeed in the main the Bank of Amſterdam has no Fund at 
at all, but the Security of the State; the Species and Bullion that 
is in it, being only what has been depoſited there by private Per- 
ſons: And I believe that of Hamburgh is much of the ſame Nature. 

And [I'll farther venture to ſay, that J am of Opinion, that with all 
their Species and Bullion, neither the Bank of Amſterdam, nor any other 
under the, Sun is ſo well ſecur'd, as that of England, which having 
the whole Nation for its Foundation, is ſafer than if the whole two 


Millions were actually depoſited in Guinea's and Crown Pieces. 


For Proof of this I wou'd fain ask thoſe Gentlemen, what they 
think wou'd have become of the Bank of Amſterdam, if the French 
had took it when their Army was at the Gates of it in the Year 167 
Can they imagine that the mot Chriſtian King wou'd have had ſuch an 


Averſion to that Heretical Fund, as to have left it in the Bank un- 


touch'd ? Or that having once ſeiz'd it, he wou'd have had the Con- 
ſcience to preſerve it for the Owners? No, meſt certainly it wou'd 
have become the Reward of his Victories, and there had been nothing 
left in Amſterdam, but the Memory of a Bank. Rp pant 

England, thank our Stars, is leſs expoſed to ſuch dangerous Inſults: 
But it ever any thing of that Nature ſhou'd happen, 1 ſhou'd like a 
National Security much better than Species. And what the Security 
of the Bank of England is, I refer you to the next Article to ſee. 

In fine, it were to be wiſh'd that our Stocks and Funds were regu- 
lated, ſo as to prevent as much as poſſible the Inconveniences com- 
plain d of: But thoſe Unhappineſſes being the Effects of the Nati- 
on's Debts, and theſe the Conſequences of a long and tedious War, 
Miracles being now worn out of Faſhion, there's nothing but a firm 
and laſting Peace, can procure us the Advantages we ſo much de- 
ſire. | | 
Thus much being ſaid in general concerning Money, Exchange, 
Banks, Funds and Stocks, &c. Before I begin my particular Dif- 
courſe of. the Monies and Exchanges of each particular Place, I muſt 
defire the Reader's Patience to ſay Word of the Law of Exchange;

Controverſies are generally decided, where the ſaid Law or Cuſtom 
is not abrogated by the Laws of the Land. eres HA 
*2. By the particular Laws of Exchange, I mean thoſe of each 
Country ſeparately ; and they again are of two ſorts, wiz. Thoſe * 
eſtabliſh'd by Cuſtom, and thoſe Eſtabliſh'd by ſome direct and poſi- 
tive Statute or Ordinance. 5 

In the firſt Country, there is not any place where Cuſtom has not 
eſtabliſh'd ſomething peculiar to the Country in the Management of 
Exchange, tho' indeed in moſt Countries many of thoſe Cuſtoms have 
in time receiv'd the Sanction of the Civil Authority: And fo the 
Days of Grace already ſpoken of in the begininng, were only regu- 
lated every where by Cuſtom, as they ſtill are in Spain, &c. 

As to the particular Laws of Exchange of the reſpective Places, 
mentioned in the enſuing Treatiſe ; I ſhall refer the Reader to what 
ſhall be there ſaid in the ſeveral Articles. | 

I can't help ſaying, and I'm ſorry for it, That no place of Trade 
I know in Europe, has leſs Regularity and worſe Laws or Cuſtoms, 
call them what you will, than we have in the Matter of Exchange. 

I have often been tempted within theſe three or four Years laſt 
paſt to conſider that Affair, and print my thoughts at large about 
it, with a humble Propoſal of ſome Alterations which I preſume 

z — wou'd be very beneficial. But finding the Parliament very much 
taken up with the buſineſs of the War, I have not attempted it, till 
now 'that being prompted by the Appearances of a glorious and 

advantagious Peace, and of a very great and flouriſhing Trade; I have 
at laſt ad ventur'd to expoſe my thoughts upon that Matter; which 
I was ſo much the more eaſily led to undertake, that having my ſelf 
had the Experience abroad of the Conveniency and Benefit of ſuch 
Regulations as I have here propoſed, 1 thought I cou'd not fail of 
publiſhing what I had digeſted concerning that Affair, without be- 
ing wanting to the Duty I owe my Country and my ſelf. And that 
ſo much the rather, that having already had this Treatiſe in hand a 
conſiderable time, I had thereby a favourable Opportunity of ia- 
Tertipg any thing of that Nature I ſhou'd think convenient. 
I have inſiſted ſo much the longer upon the general Introductory 
Part of this Treatiſe, becauſe I am ſenſible of the Inſipidity of ſome 
Authors, who ſeeming to imagine that every body ought to under-

Means to preſerve the Coin of this Kingdom entire and pure than 
the moſt rigorous Laws for the Puniſhment of ſuch as diminiſh or 
counterfeit the ſame. And whereas by the known Laws of this 
Kingdom no Perſon oyght to pay, or knowingly tender in Pay- 
ment, any Counterfeit, or unlawful diminiſh'd Mony, and all Per- 
ſons not only may refuſe to receive the ſame, but may, and by the 
antient Statutes and Ordinances of this Kingdom have been requir- 
ed to deſtroy and deface the ſame, and more eſpecially the Tel- 
lers in the Receipt of the Exchequer, by their Duty and Oath of 
Office, are required to receive no Mony but good and true: and 
to the end the ſame might the better bediſcerned and known, by the 
antient Courſe of the faid Receipt of the Exchequer, all Mony ought 
to be received there, by weight as well as Tale : for the reſtoring of 
which courſe, together with other things, an Act was made in the laſt 
Seſſion of this preſent Parliament, intituled, An Alt for the better 
Obſervation of the Courſe anciently uſed in the Exchequer, Whereby 
amongſt other things it is Enacted, That the reſpective Tellers of 
the ſaid Receipt of the Exchequer, when any Mony ſhall be brought 
to the ſaid Receipt of the Exchequer, to be there paid, ſhall 
without delay receive it, weighing the ſame in intire Sums,

nous Effects of Wars, or ſome Alterations in the times of Peace. But, 
© to conclude with the Lawyers, I fay, that their noble Profeſſion is 
© neceſſary_to all, and their Caſes, Quillets, Delays and Charges, 
are miſchievous to many; theſe things indeed are Cankers in the 


© Eſtates of particular Men, but not of the Commonwealth, as ſome 


© ſuppoſe, for one Man's Iofs becomes another Man's Gain; it is ftilt

Tis pity. that the Method to be us'd in recovering the Value of 
Bills of Exchange amongſt us ſhou'd be ſo uncertain ; and as I intend 
in the ſequel of this Diſcousſe to propoſe ſome few Regulations for 
remedying all ſuch Incoaveniences, I ſhall endeavour to convince the 
Publick of the Grievance that our irregular and dilatory way of 
proceeding in ſuch Caſes proves to Trade. 

As I was one day diſcourſing with ſeveral Merchants concerning 
Affairs of this Nature, one of them gave me a particular Account 
of a Law-Suit that had lately hapn'd between two Merchants of his 
Acquaintance upon the following occaſion. CY: 

A certain Merchant in the City having drawn a Bill at double U- 
ſance for 800 Crowns upon his Correſpondent in Nants, negotiated 
the ſame with another Merchant here, who remitting the aforeſaid 
Bill to his Correſpondent at Amſterdam, it was there again negotia- 
ted for Nants, and being ſent thither, was preſented for Accep- 
tation, and .was accepted accordingly. . Bat the Acceptor 
having faikd before the Expiration of the Bill, the Merchant in 
whoſe hands it was, having caus'd the ſame to be proteſted; return'd 
it to his Correſpondent at Amſterdam, and he again returning it to 
the Merchant, of whom he had taken it there, oblig'd. him to repay 
the value with the Exchange and Re- Exchange, and the Charges of 
the Proteſt and Port of Letters, c. Upon which the Merchant afore- 
laid ſending back the Bill to his W Es: here,he was (in appr 
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and according to the Cuſtom of Merchants ) obliged to. repay all that 


Mone; © together with the Exchange, and Re-exchange, and 


other Charges between London and Amſterdam; and he coming back 
upon the Drawer, wo according to Reaſon, and to the Cuſtom of

The Merchant having all the Reaſon in the World to be ill ſatiſ⸗- 
fy'd with that Anſwer and finding that it was in pain to expect 
any other by fair means, not queſtioning but he ſhou'd have full ſatiſ- 
tis faction the other way, brought an Action at Law againſt him for 
the whole, and ſo to Weſtminſter my Gentlemen went: where when 


they had tugg'd (to the beſt of my memory) about two years, or 


very near that time, they came at laſt to a Trial, and a Verdict was 
found for'the Plaintiff; as it could not otherwiſe well be ; but not 
the tenth part of Damages that he had really ſuſfained, was allow'd.. 
Now had this Caſe happen'd in France, or in any other Country

But notwithſtanding this, and all the other Ancient Regulations, a 


grad many Ahuſes had crept in amongſt thoſe that dealt in Trade and 


Exchange, which might ſtill have been of dangerous Conſequence, if. 
the Merchant-Judges and Conſuls, had not been from time to time ata, 

great deal of Pains to prevent the Progreſs of them. And amongſt all the 

others there was none ſo R of ſo great Moment as this. 
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was formerly reputed ſufficient, if the Bearer of a'Bill of Exchange 


| cane the ſame to be Proteſted, if not paid within the ten days of 


race; nor did the Bearer loſe his recourſe againſt the Drawer or En- 


dorſers, before the Expiration of 30 Years: By which means it often 
fell out, that diſhoneſt} and intereſted Perſons, taking the advantage 


of ſuch Occurrences, agreed with the Perſons who had accepted the 
Bills; and in conſideration of an extravagant lotereſt, which they 
exacted of them, forbore to demand Payment of the Principal, ſome- 
times for many Years together; and ſo having the Drawer and Endor- 
ſers for Security, made the Bills of Exchange a Cloak for exacting a 
moſt extravagant Uſury; and at laſt upon the Deceaſe or failing of 
the Debtors, took their Recourſe upon the Drawer or Endorſers, to 


the great Detriment and Prejudice of Commerce in general; by rea- 


ſon of the many Diſputes and Differences that fell out between the 
Drawers and Endorſers, and the Bearers of Bills of Exchange; of which 
I ſhall give one Inſtance, ſo much the more remarkable, that it did 
very much contribute to the Projecting of a new Regulation concern- 
ing thoſe Affairs. Vn... RET nu 

The Sieur Pidon having drawn two Bills of Exchange for conſidera- 
ble Sums of Money upon a Merchant in Paris, Payable to one Mr. Fer- 
ret. The faid Monſieur Ferret, having probably made an Agreement 


with the Acceptors of the Bills, to take an exorbitant Intereſt, and de- 


lay the payment of the Principal Sum, they hapning at laſt to die inſol- 
vent, he intented his Action againſt the Sieur Pidon, Drawer of the 


Zills, in the Merchant-Court of Paris, almoſt twenty Years after the 
ſame were drawn, alledging that bis Demand was very well grounded. 


1. Becauſe he produc d two Proteſts in due Form, made within the 
ten days of Grace, againſt the Accepters of the Bills. And. 


2. Becauſe he had cauſed the ſaid Proteſts to be Notified to the Sieur 
Pi don; Which was more than he was oblig'd to do, according to the 


Diſpoſition of two Decrees of the Parliament of Paris, of the 7th of Sep- 


tember, 1630. and the 13th of June 1643. in the like Caſes; in which 
"tis only ſaid that the Bearers of Bills of Exchange ſhould cauſe the ſame 
to be protelfed,, if. not paid within the ten days of Grace: adding that 


etwas ſufficient that he had done that diligence, and that he was in 


time to Commence his Suit, any time within the ſpace of 30 Years, be- 

fore which he could not be excluded by the Law of Preſcriptions. 
To which Allegations, the Sieur Pidon could not pretend to give any 

other Anſwer, but that it was not true that the Proteſts had been No- 


tified to him; alledging that the Acts, both of the Proteſts and 
Notification, were Fictitious and ſuppos'd, and that no ſuch Acts 


had really been made. 


And indeed in the event they proved to be ſo, or at leaſt Monſieur 


Ferret could not prove | them to be real, aud ſo he loſt the (auſe, and 
the Sieur P;dor'was Diſcharged and Acquitted from the Demand. 
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For you muſt kriow that it being allowable in thoſe days for one Ser- 
jeant alone to Proteſt a Bill of Exchange, it was an eaſy matter to ſup- 
oſe a Proteſt, when none had been made, or antedate it when it was 
made; but that with all the other Inconveniencies in the Affairs of Com- 
merce and Exchange in Fance, has been effectually remov'd by the ſub - 


ſequent Ordinances and Regulations. | EPR 
However, the Deciſion of that Affair having given occaſion to the 
Judges, Confuls, to the inconvenience of allowing the Bearers of 


Bills of Exchange, ſuch an unreaſonable Term as that of Thirty 


Years to have recourſe upon the Drawers and Endorſers, which might. 


occaſion the ruin of many Families, by reaſon of the Deceaſe of Mer- 


chants, and the Ignorance of their Children and Heirs in the Affairs 
of their Parents and Relations, as well as in ſeveral other Caſes. In the . 
Month of October 1662, there was an Aſſembly held to which were 
called the Ancient Conſals and other moſt conſiderable Mer- 


| chants and Bankers in Paris, to conſider of the moſt effectual Means 
for remedy ing ſuch Abuſes. And accordingly they drew up a Regu- 


lation for limiting the time which ſhould be allow'd for the Bearers of 
Bills of Exchange to take their Recourſe againſt the Drawers and En- 
dorſers, in Caſe of Non-payment by the Acceptors. 


Which Regulation having been Preſented by the Merchant-Judges * 


and Conſuls to the Parliament of Paris, that Auguſt Aſſembly, by their 

Decree of the 7th of September, 1663. approved thereof, and Orde- 

red that in time to come it ſhould be punctually obſery'd, and that his 
Majeſty ſhould be humbly pray'd to iſſue out his Declaration, to that 
Effect. And the King did accordingly iſſue out his Declaration dated 

January 9, 1664. and Recorded in Parliameat the 31ſt of the ſame 

Month, by which it is Ordained according to the Decree aforeſaid. 

I. That in time to come, all Securities that ſhould be given for the 
Payment of Bills of Exchange, drawn to the Bearer or Order, ſhould 
not remain engaged any further than during the ſpace of three Years ; 


which being expired, the Drawer, Endorſers and Acceptor ſhould

They have likewiſe Alliances with Germany, France, and other Ex- 


ropean Countries; to whom they ſell Forces as they think fit. 

The beſt Troops now in the French King's Service, are Switzers ; 
and he has of late us'd his utmoſt Efforts to procure more, but'in vain ; 
for they begin to ſee, that it had been better for all Europe in general, 
and for themſelves in particular, that they had never given him 'any. 


However, they are. ſo much prepoſſeſs'd with an Advantageous No- 
tion of their Neutrality, that the Allies have in vain us'd their utmoſt - 


Endeavous to perſwade them, for the common Good of Europe, to 
break with France; but ſome malicious People think that French Louis 
ors have prov'd a greater Diſſwaſive than any thiag elſe againſt their 
Reſolution ; which in the preſent ConjunQure, could not miſs of beiug 


fatal to the Grandeur of that Kingdom, which they might contribute 


to reduce to a very low Paſs in a very ſhort time 


Their principal Moneys are Dollars and Rixdollars, much of the 


ſame Value as thoſe of the Empire. But I believe Foreign (and eſpe- 
cially French) Money is much more common amongſt them than their

„ by omitting nothing that may advance Commerce and Fair Trade, upon 
which depends the Livelihood and Welfare of the Handicraftſmen) the ſaid 
States find themſelves bound, purſuant to the Example of other noted Tradi

In the Firſt Place, as to what relates to the accepting of Bills of Ex- 
change, if the Perſon upon whom a Bill is drawn is unwilling to ac- 
cept, either he or one freely commiſſion'd by him muſt ſign it, and add 
the Date of the Acceptation. Both Parties niay chooſe to preſent or 
accept the Bili either the very Day upon which it comes to Hand, or 
the next Day after, (abating for the Venetian Bills, upon which there 
follows a peculiar Order in the Fourth Paragraph of this our Edict.) 
But the Perſon upon whom the Bill is drawn, muſt diſcover his Mind 
as to the accepting in ſuch a convenient time, that in Caſe he declines 
to accept, he who has the Bill may enter and forward his Proteſt, to- 
the reſpective Place by the firſt Poſt, 


In the next Place, conſidering that the Poſts and Comers to and from 
this Place, are ſetled upon ſuch a Foot, that the Letters from one 
Place or another coming in for the moſt part (eſpecially in Harveſt: 
and Winter) in the Atternoon and towards the Evening; muſt be 
diſpatch'd againſt the next Day, Four or Five a Clock being the laſt 
Hour for the giving in of Letters; which confines Men to a narrow 
Compaſs of time, inſomuch that it may eaſily happen, eſpecially if 
the writing or Poſt-Day chances to be a Holy-Day, that they can't ne- 
gotiate the Acceptation in the preceding Day. We therefore deter- 
mine, That all Acceptations demanded or given on ſach Holy-Days 
ſhall be valid; (excepting ſtill the Sundays which there's no Necellity 
of including) but at the ſame time all Perſons ſhall hereby be ob- 
lig'd to the Chriſtian Demeanor, of not making uſe of this Diſpenſa- 

tion without an abſolute Neceſſity; it being requir'd of 'em to pro- 
cure the accepting on the foregoing working Day, if *tis poſſible. In 
like manner the Publick Notaries are hereby warranted to enter and 
mark down the Proteſtations on ſuch Holydays; and if Occaſion is, to 
return em; all which cannot be done if the Proteſt can't be ſent back 
in leſs than Eight Days, which may prove detrimental to thoſe who 
remit and are under a Neceſſity oy making uſe of the Inſtrument of 
Proteſtation. | | | 


la tue third Place the Honourable States do all along ſtand by their 


Decree publiſhed on July 16. and 24. ia the Year 1624 by the Te- 
nour of which, the common and ſingle Uſance is ſettled to Fifteen Days; 
and conſequently the double Uſance to Thirty, an Uſance and a half to + 
Twenty Three, and ahalf Uſance to Eight Days; and after the expi- 
ring of theſe, commencing from the Acceptation, the next Day is the 
Day of Paymens; upon which Computation, all Holidays beſides Sun- 
days are notreckon'd for Termini in Terminis.

In the Fourth Place, in Regard, tis enacted in theſaid Decree, with

of Uſence elapſes on a Surday; and the Pay-Day happens to be the 
next Sunday, ſo that the Money can't be demanded till the Monday af- 
ter: And conſidering that this, vpon the Account of the Letters from 
Venice, their coming in moſtly all the Year round on a Thurſday before 

Noon, may prove dilatory, and no ſmall Detriment to thoſe who receive 
the Venetian Bills. Upon theſe Conſiderations, the Tenour of the ſaid 
| Decree ſhall ſtand firm, which provides that the accepting of the Ve.

Fifthly, With Reference to ſuch Bills of Exchange as are drawn pay- 
able 4 Letter F:ijta, or upon Sight, which are preſented out of Hand 
and accepted. We impoſe no Neceſſity upon Traders to pay em pre- 
ſently, provided they do it within 24 Hours; after which a Proteſt is 
warrantable. In like manner, no Days of Grace ſhal} be allow'd upon 
ſuch Bills as are payable in a very ſhort time, ſuch as two or three 
Days; theſe Bills being hereby put npon the ſame Foot with the fore- 
going Bills upon Sight. But all other Bills, of what Number of Days 
ſoever upon half, whole, or more Uſance; and likewiſe the Frankfort 
Kitorni ultimo Juni, ultimo Novembrii, of whatever Bills made payable 
upon à certain expreſs'd Day, ſhajl without Diſtinction, be allow'd 
the Five Days of Grace; to this End oply, that the Creditor or Poſſeſ- 
ſor of the Bills, may wait ſo long without Prejudice to himſelf to ſa- 
tisfie the Debtor, if he can't receive the Money upon the firſt Demand, 
- purſuant to the Decree mention'd above. Not that the Allowance 
of theſe Days of Grace ſhall encourage Men to gratifie their Humour 
or Occaſions in retarding the Payment ſo far behind the due time. On 
the contrary, they are requir'd to make good Payment upon the Day 
that the Bills become due, according to the Cuſtom hitherto obſerv'd; 
f 5 that no Delays ſhall be officioufly claim'd upon the Pretence of Days

Sixthly, In Caſe Bills drawn payable upon a certain Day, do not 
arrive here till not only the preſcrib'd time it ſelf, but likewiſe ſome

In the Ninth Place, to give Credit to a proteſted Bill, lies chiefly 


at the Door of thoſe who are to receive the Money; and if they will 
not credit it themſelves, they ſhogid endeavour to try about; and if 


they meet with any one that accepts this pruteſted Bill, he having ac- 


cepted, ſtands obliged to pay it. But if after this, the Perſon upon 
whom the Bill was drawn, deſires and offers to accept and pay the Bill; 


then he who gave the Bill this Credit before, is not obliged to ſtand, 


unleſs he has a Mind to it. . 


The Tenth Article, is, That if any Inhabitant of this Place ac- 


cepts a Bill to pay at ſome other Place, as Nuremberg, Ulm, St. Gall, &. 


and in like manner if one receives Remittances and Bills of Exchange

of them that ſhall be named in the Commiſſion iſſued or to be iſſued againſt 
him or her, {hall in Writing under their Hands and Seals, certify to the 
Lord Chancellor of Eugland, Lord Keeper, or Commiſſieners for the cùſto- 
dy of the Great Seal of England for the time beihg, that ſuch Bankrupt hath 
made Diſcovery of his Eſtate and Effects, and in all things conformed him ſelſ 


according to the Directions of this Act, and that there doth not appear to 


them any reaſon to doubt of the Truth of ſuch Diſcovery, or that the ſame 
is not a full ie all ſuch Bankrupt's Eſtate avd Effects; and unleſs 
ſuch Certificate ſhall be allowed and confimed by the Lord Chancellor, Lord 
Keeper, or Commiſſioners for the cuſtody of the Great Seal of England for 
the time being, or by ſuch two of the Judges of the Courts of Queen's 
Bench, Common-Pleas, and Court of Exchecquer at Weftminfter, to whom 
the conſideration of ſuch Certificate ſhall be referred by the Lord Chancellor, 
Lord Keeper, or Commiſſioners for the cuſtody of the Great Seal of England 
For the time being, and the Creditors of ſuch Bankrupts are to be allowed to 


be heard, if they hall think fit, before the reſpective Perſons aforeſaid, againſt 


the making ſuch Certificate, and againſt the Confirmation thereof. 
And whereas Commiſſions of Bankrupts have been often executed with 
great expence in eating and drinking, at the Meetings of the Commiſſioners, 
or ſome of them therein named, to the great prejudice of the Bankrupts

the ſaid Commiſſioners, or of any of the Creditors, or others in Order to 


execute or prepare Matters for the Execution of fuch Commiſſions; and. if 


any Perſon or Perſons. named, or to be named, as a Commiſſioner or Com- 
miſſioners in any ſuch Commiſſion, ſhall Order any ſuch Expence to be made, 
or eat or drink at any ſuch Meeting at the charge of the Creditors, or out 
of the Eſtate of ſuch Bankrupt, every ſuch Commiſſioner ſo offending, ſhall 
be diſabled for ever after to act as a Commiſſioner, in ſuch or any other 
Commiſſion, founded on the Statutes made againſt Bankrupts,

Being now about to enter inno 4 Diſcourſe of the praftical part of Foreign 

Fade, and the Volume of this Book being already ſwell d to ſuth 4 
Bulk, as will not admit of an eat and regular Treatiſe , I ſhall apply 
my ſelf more particularly to ſpeak of the Trade of fuch Countries, aud of 
ſuch Branches of that Trade as England has any ſhare in, and refer to 
another Opportunity, to write more largely on that ſuhject. 


Nelandhas always driven a very conſiderableCommereè to the BaltickSea, 

- with which Iſhall begin this ſhort Diſcourſe of Foreign Trade; where- 
in the Reader may obſerve that 1 ſhall divide that Trade into four Branches, 
viz, The Trade to Sweden, Denmark, Muſcouy ; and that to the Hanſeatick, 
and other Towns and Places in Germany, Poland, &c. That to Greenland, 
Jſeland &c. being now either quite loſt, ox at leaſt become fo inconſidera- 
ble, as to leave little elſe to be ſaid about it except to lament its decay, as well 
as that of the Northern Fiſhing; which perhaps deſerves the Nation's Care as 
much as any other Branch of the Eugliſi Traded. 
It may be premiſed in genefal, that as to that part of our Trade to the 
Eaſt and Northen Seas, that regards Naval Stores; for which we are often 
obliged to export very conſiderable quantities of Bullion, the Parliament ha- 
ving granted very conſiderable Encouragement to ſuch as ſhould import the 
ame: from the Engliſb Plantations in America, we may perhaps in time dif- 
penſe with thoſe we have from the Balticł, and ſo probably be leſs beholding to 
the Northern Crowns, whoſe Friendſhip, eſpecially in time of War, we 
have frequently been obliged to — on harder Conditions than we 
wou'd care to do it on other Occaſions. FEAT | 


I ſhall begin with an Account of our Trade to Sweden, from whence we 
formerly have and ſtill do bring good quantites of Pitch, Tar, and other 
Goods and Commodities. | | 55 | . 


Anciently, the quantity of Pitch and Tar made in Sweden (being then 
but very inconſiderable in compariſon with what it now is) was carried 
by the Perſons that made it or indifferently by ny Buyers, to Stocſtholm 
and Wybourg , and thereabouts it was fold (and no where elſe) to be 
exported to other Places of Europe; there being then but little or no Pitch 
or Tar made in any other Place of that Country; till in the Year 1648 the 

ncen Chriſtina granted a Patent confirmed by a Parliament or Convention 
of the States of the Kingdom, then ſitting, and afterwards by the two ſuc- 
ceeding Kings and their Parliaments, to a Company with a Joint Stock; con- 
fiſting of a mixture of ſeveral ſorts and degrees of Men, Which really ſeems- 
neceſſary. for the right managing offucha Trade. For beſides ſeveral Hun- 
dreds of knowing — intelligent Merchants and Perſons of other Profeſſions, 
living boch in the Towns and in the Country of Sweden and, Who perfectly 
well underſtand the way of making and preſerving: of ſuch Commodities,

Places in the King of Denmark's Dominions, the Dutch might poſſibly excite

It was likewiſe ded, that if all- theſe fail'd them, - there yet. remain'd 
another reſource, which was that of Archangel, whither Fe brought 
down yearly. conſiderable quantities of very good Tar, of which the Dutch 
had taken the year before about 100 Laſts, fo that in all appearance they 
would ſupply themſelves from thence with Tar as they had done with Maſts 
the former War, when King Charles Il. having orderedall that could be found

From what is above related ſeveral People pretended to infer that to make a 
contract with the Sved:/ Tar Company, would be at beſt but a dangerous and 
precarious Undertaking; ſince beſides the other. difficulties attending the ma, 
nagement of that Trade, twas evident that the Dutch might be ſupplied from 
ſeverab other Places, and that in all probability they wou'd likewiſe endes:

At which rate they ſaid, that, at leaſt, the- quantity uſually taken by. the 
Dutch, ſhould lie upon the Engliſb Contractor's Hands; who muſt nevyer- 
theleſs advahce the following year, a freſh Stock of z 000 l. which being a very 
conſiderable Sum, might at laſt fall heavy upon the Merchants, if they were 
obliged to disburſe ſo much for ſeveral years together, and to lie out 8 it, for 
any conſiderable time. f . 

It was farther repreſented, that tho the King himſelf ſhould under take 
that Trade, and commit the Management of it to the Commiſſioners of 
the Navy, or others ; the Sums that would be required to manage it, might 
pretty well drain his Majeſty's Treaſury ; whereas, if the Engliſb did not at 
all interpoſe, the Dutch might probably be tem pted to undertake that Trade, 
which they would find attended by ſo many and fo great Incoveniences, that 


they would ſobn repent their bargain ; and that Exgland in the mean time 


might be ſufficiently 1 from other Places of Swedens and from Den- 
mark and Ruſſia, as well as from the Engliſb Plantations in America without 


any danger. 


Theſe and many other ſuch Arguments were made uſe of by ſuch as were 
not of opinion that it was the Intereſt of the Engliſß Nation to undertake the 
Management of this Trade; but thoſe that were of another ſentiment, al- 
tedged on the other hand, that it would be ſhameful for England to let the 
reſt of Europe be provided with thoſe Commodities by any other than them- 
ſelves ; ſtrenuoully repreſenting that they being neceſſary and bulky Goods, 


that Trade would certainly emplay a great many Ships and Men, and migh- 


tily tend to the enconragement and improvement of Navigation, and like- 
wile be very beneficial and advantageous as well to the Nation in general as to 


the particular Undertakers of that Trade, which would not require a Stock of 


above 3 500 l. out of which the King of Sweden might be yearly paid the 
Sum of 5090 l. in conſideration of which Sum (which is twice as much as 
the Swediſh Tar Company had hitherto paid his Majefty, for Cuſtom of that 
Commo 2 tyyas probable that Prince would either entirely prohibite the 
making of Tar, in the South of Sweden, or limit the People there, to the ma- 
king of a very inconſiderable quantity, to be likewiſe included under the fame 
Contract; which would be made for 7 years certain term at leaſt; and a cer-

Greenland, Ruſtand, and the Baltic (beſides their other Fleets) was fo vaſt, 
that in two years time, they ſhould undoubtedly find themſel ves under an in- 
diſpenſible obligation of getting Pitch and Tar from the Englyþ, at their own 
prices, And it was farther added, that ſuppoſing the Dutch ſhould not take 


any at all from the Englifp, it would be no impraRticable matter for the latter 
to vendg660 Laſts of Pitch and Tar in Europe; which was the quantity that 


the Swedes then furniſh'd to the Tar Company.

og Theweighty Arguments that were brought on both ſides, for and againſt 
that great Undertaking, made hoth the Government and the Merchants full 
upon a medium, by which they thought! they might probably avoid the 
Misfortunes and Inconveniencies that attended either of thoſe two Extremes. 
For if the Engliſh had contracted for the whole, they might have been in dan- 
ger of loſing conſiderably by the Bargain; except that by extroardinary Ac-

might, of conſequence, have been reduc'd to the vexationsneceſlity of taking 
of them, at their price, the ſupplies that were indiſpenſibly neceſſary for the 
Royal Navy, nor ſhould the Merchants have had any other. certain means 
left them of providing the quantities they had uſe for in their Trade.

The Cars of Muſcovy having the Power and Right of diſpoſing of the 
Lives and Eſtates of their Subjects. in this vaſt tract of Ground under their 
Dominion, no queſtion but it is abſolute over all depending upon that Govern. 
ment. It is the Czar alone that gives Laws to the People, it is he that dif- 
poſeth of the Government of Provinces, it is he that levies Impoſts and Taxes. 
and in ſhort, doth every thing that he pleaſes. - And from hence it is he is cal 
led Grand Seigneur and Czar ; and otherwiſe Velita Knez, which ſignifies 
Great Duke}, his Arms are an Eagle with two Heads, carrying three Crowns, 
imports Muſcovj, Caſan and Aftracan, the which two latter beingKingdoms he 
poſſeſſes in Trtary. There is alſo in his Eſcutchion, a Cavalier repreſented 
in combat with a Dragon, which without doubt, muſt he intended tor A. 
chael the Archangel, or St. George; and as the Authority of this Prince muſt 
be acknowledged ta he great, fo his Revenues muſt be owned to be very ex- 
traordinary. For beſides his proper Demains, which are very conſidera. 
ble, he hath an incredible Revenue from the Taverns, which he licenſe] 
thorow all his Dominions; beſides, five per Cent. he exacts from all Mer- 
chandiſe imported or exported, and a alk du of Money he receives from 
the Factors he employs himſelf. He hath a great Revenue alſo out of hi; 
Furrs and Cavyar ; which being a Commodity he reſerves entirely to him ſelf, 
he makes very great Advantages that way. Yet this I muſt needs fay, if his 
Treaſure be vaſt, his Iſſues = Expences are not ſmall, as well in reſpect of 
the Splendour and extraordinary Pomp he lives in, as the continual Wars 
he maintains with his Neighbours, either the Swedes, with whom he is now in 
cp War, or the Polanders, or etſe the Turks and Tartars. For which reaſon he 
frequently raiſes mighty Armies, and for his better Succeſs, gives great Pen. 
tions to his Officers, whichare paid very punQually ; and by this means he 
draws many Strangers to him, whoſe Service he likes very well, and knows 
which way to gratify their Prudence. and Fidelity. | | 
The greatneſs of this Prince being eſtabliſh'd in this manner, through the 
vaſt extent of his Dominions, by the abundance of his Wealth, the Magni. 
- rence of his Court, and the Abſoluteneſs and Indiſputableneſs of his Power 
over all his Subjects; it is not to be doubted but the ſame imprints a moſt 
profound Reipe& in the Hearts of the People towards his Perſon ; and in- 
_ deed ſoabjeR aft they, and fo ſubmiſſive to their Sovereign's Commands, 
that they will themſelves declare their own Servitude, and acknowledge they 
hold their Eſtates from God and him only. Some would not refuſe any dar 
ger for his fake, and would, perhaps, many times be overjoy'd to expoſe 
their innocent Lives to the Capricious Humours, or to the Fury of their Lord 
They will freely confeſs to be his Slaves, and as a Teſtimony of their Hu 
mility, they will never name themſelves in his preſence but with a Diminu-

!2id cloſe together, and croſs the Streets. It is at leaſt four Leagues in cir- 
cumference, but being much ſubject to Fire, its form and extent doth: not 
continue long in the ſame condition. True it is, their Streets are broad 
enough, and from place to place there are certain intervals left to-break off 


and interrupt the fury of the Fire; but the materials of their Houſes being ſo 


combuſtible, they have much ado to prevent its progreſs. All the remèe. y 


they have, is to pull down the Houſes that are next, to the end that by taking 
the matter that ſhould nouriſh it out of the way; they may give the Flame 


more room to extinguiſh. But this not always ſucceeding; eſpecially if the id 
Wind be high; it happens ſometimes, {that they lee a great part of the Town
